Barr Announces More Than 1,000 Arrests In Operation Legend. u ef (8/19, Johnson, 
40.31M) reports that Attorney General Barr announced yesterday in Kansas City that “teams of federal and local authorities have 
made more than 1,000 arrests, including suspects in 90 homicides, as part of a national crackdown on violent crime in nine US 
cities.” The announcement “comes more than a month after the Trump administration launched the enforcement effort, known as 
Operation Legend.” USA Today adds that ‘last week, Kansas City, Missouri, authorities announced the arrest of a suspect in the 
slaying of LeGend Taliferro, a 4-year-old murder victim for whom the effort was named, after about 200 federal agents had been 
dispatched to the city.” The Washington Examiner (8/19, Dunleavy, 448K) quotes Barr as saying, “For us, LeGend is a symbol of 
the many hundreds of innocent lives that have been taken in the recent upsurge in crime in many of our urban areas. ... His life 
mattered, and the lives of all of those victims mattered. His name should be remembered, and his senseless death, like those of 
all the other victims in this recent surge, should be unacceptable to all Americans.” 

The n_Times (8/19, Mordock, 492K) reports that out of all the arrests, “more than 200 defendants have been 
charged wil leral crimes, including 90 murder suspects and nearly 400 guns have been taken off the streets.” Said Barr, 
“Operation Legend is the heart of the federal government's response to this uptick in violent crime. ... Its mission is to save lives, 
solve crimes and take violent offenders off our streets before they can claim more victims.” Barr also said, “Rather than 
demonizing or defunding police, we are supporting and strengthening our law enforcement partners at the state and local level.” 

AP (8/19, Stafford) also points out “Barr said the increase in violent crime in the last two years is due in part to efforts by 
to defund police in response to protests of racial inequality,” and N¢ (8/49, Grzeszcak, 1.53M) that he “blamed 
the rise in Violent crime in cities across the US on efforts to ‘demonize’ police: officers and defund their work.” 

The \ n_Post (8/19, Zapotosky, 14.2M) says that “in any other administration, the program might have been 
noncontroversial,” but “President Trump announced its expansion last month just as tension hit a boiling point between protesters 
and federal law enforcement in Portland, Ore., and he took aim at Democratic leaders who he asserted were failing to keep their 
cities safe.” 

Fox News (8/19, Wallace, 27.59M) recounts that ‘first launched in Kansas City, Operation Legend expanded 
to Chicago and Albuquerque on July 22, to Cleveland, Detroit, and Milwaukee on July 29, to St. Louis and Memphis on August 6, 
and to Indianapolis on August 14.” Fox adds “the latest figures on charges and arrests do not include Indianapolis, whose 
operation was first announced last Friday.” The New York Post (8/19, Nelson, 4.57M) says “the most federal charges are in 
Chicago, with 61 cases.”

homicides. Five have been oe at the state level, US Attomey Timothy Garrison said at a news conference Wednesday 
with...Barr.” The Star adds that “in an email after the news conference, Don Ledford, a spokesman for the US Attorney's Office in 
Kansas City, clarified that seven defendants have been charged in six local homicides.” The Kansas City heas! 
(8/19, Hoover) reports, “U.S. Attorney for the Western District of Missouri Tim Garrison said the agents were sent to support, not 
supplant, the local department. Kansas City has had 124 homicides so far this year. ‘In June Kansas City had more than three 
killings every four days,’ Garrison said. ‘Since our announcement on July the 8th, that rate has been reduced to fewer than three 
killings every five days.” Garrison “said the clearance rate, the rate of homicides that are solved and referred to the prosecutor 
has increased from 34% on June 1 to 45% today.” 

The Jo S ‘8/19, Johnson, 632K) quotes Barr saying, “For us, LeGend is a symbol of the many 
hundreds of innocent lives that have been taken in the recent upsurge of crime in many of our cities this summer. His life 
mattered; his name should be remembered. And his senseless death, like that of other innocent victims during the recent surge 
of violent crime, should be unacceptable to all Americans.” 

The Mity doure | (8/19, Hughes, 632K) recounts that “after arresting more than 30 suspects in Milwaukee 
as a part of Operation Legend, federal investigators have filed federal gun and drug charges against 11 people,” and adds “the 
program has come under sorutiny after unmarked federal agents in Portland, Oregon, arrested protesters of police brutality 
without recording their detention.” However, “Barr and Matthew Krueger, the US attorney for Wisconsin's Eastem District, have 
maintained that federal agents sent under Operation Legend have focused on violent crime and not protests.” 

The Me: Commercia! Appeal (8/19, Kennedy, 338K) reports, “Seven people have been arrested in Memphis and 
charged with federal crimes as the result of Operation LeGend, U.S. Attomey General Bill Barr said Wednesday.” In Memphis, 
“one person was charged with possessing a firearm while being in the United States unlawiully. Two individuals were charged 


with using a controlled substance and possessing a firearm as well as making ‘a material false statement when acquiring a 
firearm from a Federal Firearms Licensee.’ One person, who resides in Memphis, was charged with conspiracy to distribute 
methamphetamine in an out-of-district federal case. Two cases remain under seal, but the Department of Justice said that one 
individual has been charged with bank robbery and two individuals were charged with theft from a Federal Firearms Licensee.” 
(8/19, Hunter, 825K) reports Barr “announced Wednesday they've charged 22 people with felonies in 
Legend, a multi-jurisdictional initiative launched last month to fi ight violent crime.” The federal charges 
‘include two people charged with carjacking, 14 charged with being felons in possession of firearms, and two charged with 
teceiving firearms while under indictment.” Breithart (8/19, Caplan, 673K) and Tow 19, Pavlich, 177K), among other news 
outlets, also report the story. 

Among local television outlets posting news of Operation LeGend on their websites are 
White, 90K), KMOY-TY St Louis (8/19, 362K), ¥¥ Cleveland (8/19, Scofield), WKYC-T¥ 
Kansas City, MO (8/19, O'Brien, 242K) , and WWELD-T¥ Chicago (8/19, Ewing, 42K). 


FBI Helping Portland, Oregon Police Probe Protest Bombing. The Oregonian (8/19, Ryan, Rambo, 1M) 
reports, “Federal authorities are helping Portland police investigate after an explosive device was thrown at protesters and media 
members earlier this month in Laurelhurst Park.” Portland police “on Tuesday said the FBI is assisting in their investigation into 
the Aug. 8 incident. The agency also said it had received an unexploded device that will be sent for forensic analysis.” The 
Oregonian adds, “Video footage of the incident shows an explosive device being thrown at protesters and some members of the 
press as a small group gathered in the park after protesters were largely dispersed by police. The video didn’t show who tossed 
the three devices — two of which detonated. No one was hurt.” 

The Pai Tribune (8/19, Redden, 92K) reports, “In a Tuesday aftemoon press release, the Portland Police Bureau 
said a person named as a suspect on social media has contacted them, but no eye witnesses have come forward to help with 
the investigation. Police said the possible suspect, Louis Garrick Fermbaugh, has a lawyer and has not made a statement. 
Although police have now obtained an unexploded device taken from the scene, that is apparently not enough for an arrest. ‘Mr. 
Fernbaugh has not been cleared at this time and unless a witness, who was actually present, comes forward to investigators 
connecting him directly to the crime, he will not be arrested,’ police said in the Aug. 18 statement. According to police, the FBI is 
now assisting with the investigation.” 

Portland Protesters Set Fire Inside County Building. The Wasturigton Post (8/19, Shepherd, 14.2M) reports, “A crowd 
of protesters marched to a county building in southeast Portland, Ore., Tuesday night, where a handful of people in masks and 
all-black outfits threw rocks through the windows and lit a small fire inside, marking the 83rd night of protests in Portland that 
have led to millions of dollars in damages to city property, officials said.” The fires ‘inside the building remained relatively small, 
leaving behind scorched curtains and piles of ash on desks near the shattered windows." According to officials, “the flames did 
not bum for long, but they grew large enough to set off alarms and trigger the sprinkler system.” 

Suspect In Portland Truck Attack Has Lengthy Criminal Record. The New York Post (8/19, Golding, Eustachewich, 
4.57M) reports, “A Black Lives Matter protester wanted for allegedly knocking out a driver in Portland has a lengthy rap sheet in 
Oregon, including charges of domestic assault and theft, records show.” Marquise Love has been ‘jailed at least seven times 
over the past eight years in Washington County, the sheriff's office there said.” Love has faced charges ranging from domestic 
assault and domestic harassment, to criminal trespass, and driving offenses. 


FBI Seeks Two In Connection To Federal Property Damage In Raleigh, North Carolina During May 
Protests. Raleigh-Durham, NC (8/19) reports from Raleigh, North Carolina, “The FBI is asking for the 
public's help identifying two people who may have information about damage to two federal buildings during the violence in 
downtown Raleigh on May 31. Both the Terry Sanford Federal Building, located at 310 New Bem Ave., and the Century Station 
Federal Building, located at 300 Fayetteville St, sustained what the FBI said was ‘significant damage’ the night of May 31 froma 
number of suspects.” The buildings “suffered broken windows and were vandalized with graffiti with the damage totaling $11,000, 
the FBI said. On Tuesday, the FBI released images of two people who may have information on the vandalism.” 

WRAL-TV Raleigh, NC (8/19, 338k) reports, “Protests in downtown Raleigh in the wake of George Floyd's 
death in police custody in Minnesota days earlier escalated into riots on May 30 and May 31. Businesses were vandalized and 
looted, and numerous fires were set downtown. Law enforcement deployed tear gas and fired rubber bullets to disperse the 
crowds. The FBI and the Federal Protective Service division of the Department of Homeland Security said a woman and a man 
seen in footage from numerous security cameras downtown on May 31 may have information about the damage to the two 
federal buildings.”

Rhode Island Man Charged In Burning Of Police Cruiser. The a {RE Patch (8/19, Amold, 1.03M) 
teports, “A 30-year-old Cranston man was arrested on Tuesday and charged for his involvement in the buming and destruction 
of a Providence police cruiser during a night of heavy protesting and looting in early June, the U.S. District Attorney for Rhode 
Island announced on Wednesday.” Nicholas L. Scaglione “was one of two Rhode Island men arrested and charged after a 
federal complaint was filed in conjunction with malicious destruction of vehicle by fire. His arrest comes after Luis Joel Sierra, 34, 
Providence, was arrested on a federal complaint and charged with the same offense last week. According to a news release, a 
joint investigation between the FBI Joint Terrorism Task Force, Providence Police and the U.S. Attorney's Office determined that 
Sierra set a Providence police vehicle on fire by leaning inside the cruiser and igniting the blaze with lighter fluid.” 


Air Force Airman Charged In Utah Police Car Arson During May Protests. The 
‘8/19, Shenefelt, 91K) reports from West Haven, Utah, “The FBI arrested a Hill Air Force Base 
est Haven on Wednesday on accusations that he helped destroy a police car during protests in Salt Lake City.” The Standard- 
Examiner adds, “An indictment in U.S. District Court charged Larry Raynold Williams Jr., 22, with arson in the destruction of a 
patrol car during protests May 30. Williams is the fifth person to be charged in the arson case, the FBI said Wednesday afternoon 
in a press release. The arrest was made by the FBI's Joint Terrorism Task Force. The investigation was helped by the Air Force 
Office of Special Investigations at Hill, the release said.” 

K Salt Lake City (8/19, Karalis) reports that Williams “was arrested Wednesday by the FBI and 
members of its Joint Terrorism Task Force with the assistance of the Air Force Office of Special Investigations.” KTVX-TV adds, 
“The arson occurred during the riots in Salt Lake City on May 30 after a peaceful protest downtown tumed violent. A Salt Lake 
City police officer was driving her police vehicle and became boxed-in by surrounding protestors. The officer was able to flee 
from her patrol car which was then overturned, vandalized, and set on fire. Video footage from the event shows individual rioters 
using fire and explosives to damage and destroy the vehicle.” 


Violent Protests Estimated To Have Claimed Lives Of 30 Victims. The Federz'st (8/19, Davidson, 126K) 
reports, “An estimated 30 people have died after supposedly ‘peaceful’ protests erupted across the nation after George Floyd's 
death on May 25." The deaths have come under “mayhem” that includes “looting, violence, arson, vandalism, and damage to 
public property.” According to the article, “a majority of their deaths were caused by shootings, but a select few were caused by 
being hit or dragged by cars.” 


“Satanist” Former Soldier Sentenced In Kansas Bomb Plot. The 42 (8/19, Hanna) reports from Topeka, 
Kansas, “An ex-soldier described by prosecutors as a Satanist and linked to a neo-Nazi group was sentenced Wednesday to 2 
4/2 years in federal prison for distributing information through social media about building a bomb and making napalm.” The AP 
adds that US District Judge Daniel Crabtree “rejected a request from Jarrett William Smith's attomey for a lenient sentence of 15 
months in prison followed by three years of supervised probation. Federal law called for a sentence of up to 20 years in prison 
and a fine of up to $250,000, but sentencing guidelines said the presumed punishment for a first-time offender like Smith was 2 
4/2 years to a little over three years in prison.” Judge Crabtree “said he was surprised that federal sentencing guidelines called 
for such a ‘low prison sentence for ‘troubling and serious’ criminal behavior.” 


Federal Prosecutors Seeking Ten-Year Sentence For Former Indiana Woman In ISIS Financing 
Case. Ty South Bend, IN (8/19, Hudson) reports, “The United States Attomey’s Office is recommending 
a ten year sentence for former Elkhart resident Samantha Elhassani’s conviction for fi inancing terrorism. Elhassani pleaded guilty 
to financing terrorism in November 2019.” WBND-TV adds, “In her plea agreement, Elhassani admitted to helping her husband 
and his brother join ISIS by taking two trips to Hong Kong to deposit more than $30,000 in gold and cash in a safe deposit box. 
She admitted to melting down gold to make it look like jewelry so it wouldn't be disclosed on customs forms. Elhassani is facing a 
maximum of 10 years in prison life probation and a $250,000 fine.” 

The hi (8/20, Kukulka, 1.8M) reports, “When she pleaded guilty in November, Elhassani 
confirmed that when her husband, Moussa Elhassani, and his brother intended to j join ISIS, she made three trips to Hong Kong 
between November 2014 and August 2015 transporting more than $30,000 in cash, gold and precious stones. Those assels 
were intended to be used by ISIS, she said.” 


Former Army Soldier Sentenced For Distributing Bomb Information. The Ho: 
49K) reports, “A 24-year-old man from Conway was sentenced fo 30 months in federal prison Wednesday for distribu ing 
instructions for making explosive devices over social media, U.S. Attomey Stephen Mcallister said in a news release.” The 


Independent adds, “Earlier this year, Jarrett William Smith admitted to sharing the information while he was a member of the U.S. 
Army. The 2014 Carolina Forest High Schoo! graduate pleaded guilty fo two counts of distributing information related to 
explosives, destructive devices and weapons of mass destruction. After his time in prison, officials said, Smith will serve three 
years on supervised release.” An FBI affidavit said that “the former Army private was suspected of giving out instructions on 
Facebook about building improvised explosive devices (IEDs) and discussing possible targets, including Antifa and a major news 
network headquarters.” 


US Drops Death Penalty Request Against ISIS “Beatles.” The + Post (8/19, Nakashima, 14.2M) 
reports Attorney General William Barr has notified “the British government that the United States will drop its insistence on the 
death penalty for two admitted Islamic State members if British authorities promptly transfer evidence to aid their prosecution for 
suspected involvement in the executions of American, British and other foreign hostages in Syria.” In a letter Tuesday to “British 
Home Secretary Priti Patel, Barr said London has until Oct. 15 to provide assistance or the men would be transferred to the Iraqi 
government for prosecution in its justice system — which human rights activists say is tantamount to a death sentence.” The case 
has been “tied up in litigation in Britain,” as one of the men’s mother has sued “to prevent the sharing of evidence — including 
voice analysis tying the men to the host tages and details about their path to Syria” in a capital case. Barr’s concession “was seen 
as a possible means to break the impasse.” 

BBC } (8/19, 1.02M) reports the UK “has made clear that if the pair were sent to the 
controversial US military prison Guantanamo Bay — where suspects have been detained without trial — the UK would withhold 
intelligence.” 

The {UK} (8/19, 956K) reports the DOJ “wants the UK to hand over intelligence on the two men, who have been 
stripped of their British citizenship, that would assist a prosecution.” Washington is “seeking to try the pair in the Eastern District 
of Virginia.”

The AP (8/19, 
Tucker) reports that on Wednesday, Kevin Clinesmith, a former FBI lawyer, pleaded guilty ‘to altering a document related to the 
secret surveillance of a former Trump campaign adviser during the Russia investigation.” Clinesmith pleaded “to a single false 
statement charge, admitting that he doctored an email that the FBI relied on” when it “sought court approval to eavesdrop on 
former Trump campaign aide Carter Page in 2017.” Reuters (8/49, Lynch) reports Clinesmith “admitted to doctoring a CIA email 
the FBI used in 2017," but said, “At the time | believed that the information | was providing in the email was accurate,” though “I 
am agreeing that the information | inserted into the email was not originally there, and | inserted that information.” 

P (8/19, Gerstein, Cheney, 4.29M) notes the judge asked Clinesmith, “In other words, you agree you 
intentionally altered the email to include information that was not originally in the email?” Clinesmith replied, “Yes, your honor.” 
The deal with Clinesmith “does not call for him to provide ongoing cooperation with prosecutors, although he did agree to be 
debriefed by FBI ersonnel working on a review of the law enforcement agency's filings with the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance 

nT ‘8/19, Mordock, 492K) recounts “US District Judge James Boasberg accepted the government's 
recommendation not to detain Clinesmith ahead of his sentencing, but did require him fo surrender his passport and imposed 
travel restrictions.” 

US! ay (8/19, Phillips, Johnson, 10.31M) points out “the case against Clinesmith is the first to be brought 
by federal prosecutor John Durham, appointed last year by Attorney Gene | William Barr fo review the origins of the FBI's 
investigation into Russia’s interference in the 2016 election.” The New (8/19, Savage, 18.61M) reports the Senate 
Intelligence Committee, “after its own three-year investigation that maintained a broader counterintelligence focus, built on those 
findings this week with a bipartisan report laying out an extensive web of contacts between Trump campaign advisers and 
Russian offi cials.” 


(8/19, Dunleavy, 448K) says Clinesmith “claimed in early 2017 that Page was ‘not a source’ for 
the CIA when the CIA had actually told the bureau on multiple occasions that Page was indeed an operational contact for them.” 

Durham “submitted a five-page filing to the federal court on Friday, noting Clinesmith was being charged under 18 U.S.C. § 
4001 (a)(3) for ‘False Statements.” 
The \ st (8/19, Zapotosky, Marimow, 14.2M) reports that “with the 2020 election approaching, Durham's 
probe has become the subject of intense partisan fights.” Republicans “are hopeful the prosecutor will bring cases against higher

The 
New York Times (8/19, Bames, 18.61M) reports in an analysis that the Senate Intelligence Committee's report on Russian 
election interference “made a startling conclusion endorsed by both Republicans and Democrats: Donald J. Trump knew of and 
discussed stolen Democratic emails at critical points late in his 2016 presidential campaign.” The panel “rejected Mr. Trump's 
statement to prosecutors investigating Russia’s interference that he did not recall conversations with his longtime friend Roger J. 
Stone Jr. about the emails, which were later released by WikiLeaks.” The report “detailed even more of the president's 
conversations with Mr. Stone than were previously known, renewing questions about whether Mr. Trump was truthful with 
investigators for the special counsel, Robert S. Mueller Ill, or misled them, much as prosecutors convinced jurors that Mr. Stone 
himself misled congressional investigators about his efforts to contact WikiLeaks.” 
'8/19, Volz, Cullison, Subscription Publication, 7.57M) says the report found fault with the FBI's 
handling of the investigation, writing that “many of the dossier’s specific allegations about the activities of individuals are 
uncorroborated” and that methods detailed fall short of US intelligence standards. 

Report Says Manafort Pushed Narrative On Election Interference That Has Persisted Since. The YYashingto: 
(8/19, Helderman, Hamburger, 14.2M) reports that according to the report, Trump campaign chairman Paul Manafort “began 
quickly working with a Russian employee based in the Ukrainian capital of Kyiv on a countemarrative — that it was the Ukrainians 
who were actually interfering in the U.S. election, not Russia, and that they were framing Manafort to help the Democrats.” The 
claim “has persisted ever since, even after U.S. intelligence and law enforcement officials said it had no merit.” The narrative “has 
been embraced by Trump's allies in conservative media and in Congress. It was touted on the right during Trump's impeachment 
last year and has carried into the present as the backdrop to an ongoing GOP effort to use Ukraine to attack Democratic 
presidential nominee Joe Biden.” 

The Washington Post (8/19, Blake, 14.2M) writes separately that the Senate Intelligence Committee's report “flatly labeled” 
“Russian intelligence officer.” Not only does ‘the report say Manafort was in close and increasing 
contact with a Russian intelligence officer, but it flatly raises the possibility that both were involved in the centerpiece of Russia's 
efforts: the hacked emails.” The report says “some evidence suggests Kilimnik may be connected to the [Russian] GRU hack- 
and-leak operation,” though it's based on “a body of fragmentary information.” 

WSJournal, WPost/NYTimes Differ On Senate Report. A Stree 8/49, Subscription Publication, 7.57M) 
editorial says supporters of the claim that President Trump's campaign collud ssia are using the absence of evidence 
in the Senate Intelligence Committee's final report on Russian interference in the 2016 election to revisit their allegations. The 
Joumal calls the collusion accusations a political dirty trick, the origins of which will be revealed by US Attomey John Durham's 
investigation. 

A t (8/19, 14.2M) editorial takes a decidedly different view of the report. The Post calls the committee's 
findings “explosive,” and argues that the report and Trump's reaction fo it “leave little doubt that Mr. Trump will welcome any aid 
Moscow provides.” A Ne: ‘8/19, 18.61M) editorial says the report “shows clear coordination between Russians and 
the Trump campaign, though there is no evidence of an explicit agreement.” The evidence “suggests Mr. Trump knew this at the 
time. Whether or not it can be proved that he ordered this interference or violated the law in doing so, the fact remains that 
neither he nor anyone else in his campaign alerted federal law-enforcement authorities, as any loyal American should have.” The 
Times concludes, “There’s no way fo sugarcoat it. In less than three months, the American people could re-elect a man who 
teceived a foreign government's help to win one election and has shown neither remorse nor reservations about doing so again.” 

The Washington Post (8/19, 14.2M) columnist Eric Wemple writes that the flaws of the Steele dossier, “however, don’t 
preoccupy the Senate report, which documents contacts between Trump aides and Russians.” Wemple argues the report 
represents “nearly 1,000 pages of detail on all the ways that the so-called Russia collusion hoax was a bona fide story.”

Former State Department Official Says He Destroyed Records At Steele’s Request. The Qeily Caller 
(8/19, Ross, 716K) reports that according fo a Senate report released Tuesday, former State Department official Jonathan Winer 
“told the Senate Intelligence Committee he destroyed records in January 2017 at the request of former British spy Christopher 
Steele.” Winer, ‘who served as special envoy to Libya through early 2017, was Steele's contact at the State Department.” 
According to the report, Winer “disclosed that he destroyed reports that Steele had sent him over the years.” The report says, 


“After Steele's memos were published in the press in January 2017, Steele asked Winer fo make note of having them, then 
either destroy all the earlier reports Steele had sent the Department of State or return them to Steele, out of concem that 
someone would be able fo reconstruct his source network.” The report quotes Winer saying, “So | destroyed them, and | 
basically destroyed all the correspondence | had with him.” 


Appeals Court Grants Stone’s Request To Dismiss Conviction Appeal. The ‘ : 8/19, 
Leonardi, 448K) reports on Wednesday, the US Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia Circuit “approved a request made 
by Stone to dismiss his appeal of a criminal conviction after President Trump fully commuted his sentence last month, preventing 
him from being required to report to prison.” The court document read, “Upon consideration of appellant's unopposed motion to 
dismiss this appeal and the affidavit in support thereof, it is ORDERED that the motion be granted and this case dismissed.” 


Warner: a Election Requires “Well-Educated Electorate About Russian Tactics.” In an interview with 
Py {nternationa! (8/19, 28K), Sen. Mark Warner (D-VA) discusses the Senate Intelligence Committee's ‘fifth and final 
volume of its report on Russian interference...and its lessons for 2020.” Wamer says “clearly, there were more contacts, 
connections than had been previously reported,” but that “what worries me the most is that we're now 70-plus days away from 
another election.” Wamer adds, “10 days ago, the American intelligence community said Russia will be back” and that other 
nations including China and Iran “also trying to interfere in our elections.” Warner told PRI, “My job now is to keep the pressure 
on the intelligence community to become even more forthcoming with more information, more names about what we've learned 
so that we don't repeat the mistake of 2016.” 


Evanina Warns Of Cyber Threats In Extended Vote Counting Period. (8/19, Martin, 
Strohm, 4.73M) reports US national security officials “don't believe the outcome of the presidential election will be determined 
tight away, giving foreign adversaries like Russia more time to interfere and sow doubt about the outcome, America’s top election 
security official warned.” NCSC Director William Evanina "said Wednesday that the country is in for a ‘rocky’ several weeks 
before the Nov. 3 vote.” However, he “said his biggest concern is the likely influence campaigns expected after the election, 
when the race may be deadlocked and results trickle in due to mail-in ballots.” Speaking online to the US Chamber of 
Commerce, Evanina said, “We need to prepare as a nation that the election will not be decided on November 3,” citing his worry 
about election interference, ransomware attacks, cyberatiacks, and ‘the inability of people to vote because of cyber penetrations 
and ransomware.” The US has tracked “foreign adversaries doing digital surveillance of infrastructure that’s not necessarily 
germane to elections but could have an impact on the results, Evanina said.” 


FBI Helping Probe Murder Of Kentucky Girl And Her Father. The 8/19, 
Kachmar, 368K) reports, “The FBI is helping Louisville Metro Police investigate the killing ye at his 
home in the Jacobs neighborhood, federal officials said.” The Courier-Journal adds, “LMPD, which is leading the investigation, 
has released scant details about the murders of Trinity Randolph and 21-year-old Brandon Waddles. They were at Waddles’ 
family home on Kahlert Avenue in southern Louisville when they were shot multiple times and died in the early afternoon on Aug. 
14. Trinity was playing in her ‘Frozen’ playhouse when she was killed, family members said. LMPD hasn't said whether there are 
any suspects and hasn't disclosed any information about the circumstances of the Killings. ‘We're helping (LMPD) in any way 
they ask,’ FBI spokesman Tim Beam said.” 


FBI Releases New Details On Remains Recovered In Kentucky. WLKY-TV Louisville, KY (8/19, 
Team, 79K) reports from Louisville, Kentucky, ‘The FBI has given new deiails on remains that were found in Nelson County in 
duly in the days leading up to the federal agency announcing it was taking over the investigation into the disappearance of 
Crystal Rogers.” According to WLKY-TV, “The remains were recovered July 24 near the border of Nelson and Washington 
counties. Those remains were then sent to the FBI lab in Quantico, Virginia, for testing. According to an update from an FBI 
spokesperson, the initial findings on the remains include: they were those of a female, but several measurements fall within those 
of males. They said males cannot yet be excluded.” 

Louisville, KY (8/19, McAlister, 99K) reports, “In a one on one interview, FBI Louisville's Assistant 
Special Agent i in Charge Brian Jones said the agency has collected a lot of evidence in the Crystal Rogers investigation over the 
last two weeks. ‘We did collect a substantial amount of evidence during the search warrants that we hope will lead to a 
conclusion in this investigation,’ Jones said.” The FBI “announced they were taking the lead in the Rogers’ case in early August, 
however Jones said they have been working on the case much longer. ‘For the past year, we've had a number of agents working 
nonstop on this case. That's all been behind the scenes. Now, it’s in the open,’ Jones said. Jones said the FBI has had around 


78 agents and investigators from partner agencies in Nelson County executing search warrants and following up on interviews. 
He said the agency is working in partnership with Kentucky State Police and the IRS.” 


US Charges Michigan man With Coronavirus Fraud. The Deiro! News (8/19, Snell, 825K) reports, “A Southfield 
man splurged on a rare, $44,500 Rolex waich during a pawn shop binge bankrolled with federal unemployment money that was 
supposed to help workers endure the COVID-19 pandemic, prosecutors said Wednesday.” Samuel Baker, 37, “was involved in 
an unemployment insurance scheme that defrauded Michigan, Pennsylvania and the federal government out of approximately 
$200,000, prosecutors said in unsealing a 16-page complaint. That number could increase due to ongoing investigation.” Federal 
prosecutors said that in May, “Baker started filing fraudulent unemployment insurance claims that utilized phony Social Security 
numbers and fake driver's licenses. Some of the money was linked fo the Federal Pandemic Unemployment Compensation 
program, which provided unemployed workers an extra $600 per week earlier this year.” 


Two Sentenced In North Carolina Corruption Probe. The ¢ server (8/19, Morrill, Alexander, 
470K) reports, “Republican Robin Hayes, a former congressman and elder statesman of North Carolina's GOP, was sentenced 
fo a year’s probation and a $9,500 fine Wednesday for his role in one of the state's largest public corruption scandals.” Hayes, “a 
former N.C. Republican Party chairman, stood in a Charlotte courtroom as he was sentenced by U.S. District Court Judge Max 
Cogburn. He faced up to six months in prison, though prosecutors and defense lawyers recommended probation.” Hayes, 75, 
“was one of four men indicted in 2019 on multiple charges in a sweeping federal bribery case. All were accused of bribing 
Republican state Insurance Commissioner Mike Causey with $2 million in campaign | contributions in an attempt to get him to 
remove the department official responsible for regulating one of Lindberg's companies.” 

The Ch {NC} Ouserver (8/19, Gordon, Alexander, 470K) reports, “Greg Lindberg, the billionaire businessman at the 
heart of one of North Carolina's worst government corruption scandals, will spend more than seven years in prison, a federal 
judge ruled Wednesday in Charlotte.” US District Judge Max Cogburn “also ordered Lindberg to pay a $35,000 fine and placed 
him on three years’ probation for his scheme to bribe Insurance Commissioner Mike Causey with up to $2 million in campaign 
contributions. Eventually, Lindberg, one of the state’s largest political donors who wrote checks to both parties, funneled 
$250,000 earmarked for Causey through the state Republican Party, an illicit transaction handled by the party's chairman, former 
Republican congressman Robin Hayes of Concord.” Lindberg “received seven years and three months for each of two corruption 
counts of which he was convicted in March. The sentences will run concurrently. Lindberg will also serve three years of probation 
after his release.” 


Attorneys For Chicago Alderman Challenge Evidence In Bribery Probe. The Chicago Trbune (8/19, 
Meisner, 2.65M) reports, “After months on the back bumer, the bribery case against Chicago Ald. Edward Burke is expected to 
heat up Thursday when his lawyers file long-awaited motions challenging the government's wiretaps and other evidence. How 
much of the material will be made public, however, remains to be seen.” The Tribune adds, “In a filing Tuesday, Burke's 
attomeys asked U.S. District Judge Robert Dow for permission to redact key portions of their motions or file them as sealed 
exhibits. Among the protected material, according to Burke's attorneys, are some details of the govemment's 87-page Title Ill 
wiretap application that allowed the FBI to tap Burke's cellphone. The motions will also include discussions of witness statements 
and other sensitive evidence that should be kept from public view, according to Burke's attorneys, though the entirety of the 
motions are not expected to be kept from the public.” 


FBI Probing Fundraising At Firm Linked To Bannon, Wengui. The Wai! Stree! Journal (8/19, Spegele, Hua, 
Viswanatha, Subscription Publication, 7.57M) reports that federal and New York authorities are investigating a media firm linked 
fo former Trump adviser Steve Bannon and exiled Chinese businessman Guo Wengui after it raised more than $300 million in a 
private offering this spring. The FBI and the Securities and Exchange Commission are investigating whether GTV Media or 
associates of Guo violated securities laws, while the New York state attomey general's office is also examining the firm. 


FBI Launches Election Messaging Campaign In California. } (8/19) reports, 
‘With fewer than 80 days fo go until Election Day on Nov. 3, the FBI in Los Angeles has launched 2 a public awareness campaign 
about election security at foi.gov and across the agency's social media platforms. The goal is to increase public awareness about 
threats to the upcoming election and fo inform Americans how they can help the FBI ensure security. The threats include crimes 
the FBI has been investigating for decades, including campaign finance crimes, voter/ballot fraud, civil rights violations, and 
unique cyber threats targeting the election process. ‘In these uncertain times, the FBI remains steadfast in its efforts fo protect 


and defend the United States and its people from election interference by criminals operating from near or far, at the ballot box or 
via cyber space,’ said John F. Bennett, the acting assistant director in charge of the FBI's Los Angeles field office.” 


FBI Twitter Account Linked To Files On “Protocols Of Elders Of Zion.” The Je E cy 
(8/9, Burack, 9K) reports, “An official FBI Twitter account drew criticism for tweeting a link to a 139-page selection of the 
bureau's files on ‘The Protocols of the Elders of Zion,’ the infamously anti-Semitic early 20th century text that accuses Jews of 
world domination.” The JTA adds, “The FBI Records Vault sent the tweet on Wednesday afternoon without context, and some 
Twitter users took it as a promotion of the message in the ‘Protocols.’ However, the Twitter account regularly tweets declassified 
archival FBI documents.” According to the JTA, “The files in the link include different copies of the ‘Protocols’ text, which claims it 
is ‘Proof that Communism is a Jewish world plot to enslave the gentiles and to seize power during the resulting chaos,’ as well as 
letters to former FBI head J. Edgar Hoover about it” 


FBI Houston Explains How Bank Robbers Are Nicknamed. The + cig (8/19, Gowdy, 730K) 
reports, “When the Chron team received an email about the ‘baby bib bandit’ who robbed an armored car in Houston, we had a 
very important question: Who comes up with these names? We were so curious to know, we reached out to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation directly to find out. ‘The nicknaming is a process that's a team effort,’ an FBI spokesperson said. ‘We take a look 
at the picture of the subject and the details of the robbery, and we just try to come up with something catchy that we think the 
public will remember.” The Chronicle adds, “The names — which can take anywhere from five minutes fo an hour to come up 
with - are uniquely selected based on the characteristics such as physical features, clothing and disguises, and modus 
operandi.”

Bannon Pleads Not Guilty To Charges Stemming From Fundraising For Private Border Wall. 
(8/20, Savitsky, 521K) reports “former Trump administration chief strategist Steve Bannon pleaded not guilty on 
Thurscay after indicted and taken into custody in New York on federal fraud charges.” A federal judge “agreed to release 
Bannon on a $5 million bond” after the former Trump aide, “along with three others, allegedly defrauded donors out of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars for their own profit with a crowdfunding campaign called ‘We Build the Wall’ that raked in over $25 
million.” 

All three major network newscasts led with the story last night. NBC. ews (8/20, lead story, 3:05, Holt, 5.6M) 
reported, "Add another big name to the string of former Trump insiders who have run afoul of the law.” NBC went on to show its 
reporter Geoff Bennett telling President Trump, “Respectfully, sir, it's not just Steve Bannon. It's Roger Stone, it's Michael Flynn, 
it's Rick Gates, Paul Manafort, Michael Cohen. What's it say about your judgment that these are the kind of people that you 
have?” Trump was shown replying, “Well, | have no idea.” On ABC V4 To (8/20, lead story, 3:55, Muir, 6.79M), 
Jonathan Karl also said "this is just the latest in a long list of close Trump associates who have faced criminal charges, including 
his former personal lawyer, his campaign chairman, his first political adviser, his national security adviser. Many people very 
close to the President at top echelons facing criminal charges.” The © “8 (8/20, lead story, 4:00, O'Donnell, 
4.17M) indicated Bannon “was once described as the President's ideological soulmate,” and that "he’s now the sixth close 
associate of Mr. Trump fo be criminally charged by the President's over Department of Justice.” 

Along similar lines, the AP (8/20, Neumeister, Long, Colvin) recounts Bannon, who was “pulled from a luxury yacht and 
arrested,” is “the latest in a long list of Trump allies to be charged with a crime.” LISA Today (8/20, Johnson, 10.31M) reports that 
since Trump “took office in 2017, seven former advisers who served at the White House or worked in the campaign have been 
swept up in criminal prosecutions.” Likewise, the Los Angele: s (8/20, Stokols, 4.64M) says "Bannon becomes the seventh 
prominent Trump associate to be charged with a federal crime.” 

The Washington Times (8/20, Mufioz, Mordock, 492K) reports "Bannon is a former investment banker who rose to 
prominence as executive chairman of Breitbart News” and "was appointed chief executive of the Trump campaign in late 2016 
before serving as chief White House strategist during the early months of the administration.” Bannon “left in August 2017 and 
fell out with Mr. Trump months later, after a tell-all book by Michael Wolff quoted Mr. Bannon as saying unflattering things about 
the administration and Mr. Trump's family.” The Times adds, “Dubbed ‘Sloppy Steve’ by the president, Mr. Bannon went on to 
support conservative populist movements across the globe, notably in Italy.” 

P (8/20, Gerstein, Schreckinger, Cheney, 4.29M) reports “the stunning indictment was returned Monday 
and unsealed Thursday — four days before the opening of the Republican National Convention - a move likely to provoke the 
president, who has accused opponents of trying to create distractions around the quadrennial nominating event. 

The f (8/20, 18.61M) reports that the indictment charges that “with a wounded Air Force veteran and a 
Florida venture capitalist, Mr. Bannon conspired to cheat hundreds of thousands of donors by falsely promising that their money 
had been set aside exclusively toward building a new section of border wall.” The Times adds that prosecutors "said that after 
siphoning money from the project, Mr. Bannon plowed nearly $1 million into paying off his personal expenses.” 

The (8/20, Zapotosky, Dawsey, Helderman, 14.2M) reports that “in a news release, prosecutors said 
et, Air Force veteran Brian Kolfage, lied when they claimed they would not take any compensation 
as part of the campaign, called ‘We Build the Wall.” According the Post, Bannon, “a law enforcement official said, was taken into 
custody off the coast of Westbrook, Conn., while aboard a 150-foot yacht called the Lady May owned by a friend and business 
associate, Chinese billionaire Guo Wengui - a vocal, online critic of the Chinese government who was once close with that 
country’s intelligence service but is now wanted by authorities in Beijing on charges of fraud, blackmail and bribery.” 

Fox News (8/20, Phillips, 27.59M) recounts on its website, "Bannon and the other defendants were each 
charged with conspiracy to commit wire fraud and conspiracy to commit money laundering,” with each count carrying “a 
maximum penalty of 20 years in prison.” (8/20, Davis, Yaffe-Bellany, 4.73M), thi d Post (8/20, Feuerherd, 
Lapin, 4.57M), The Hill (8/20, Neidig, 2.98M}, (8/20, Vockrodt, Shorman, Lowry, 19K), the Daily Caier (8/20, Ross, 
716K), the § (8/20, A1, Ramey, Ballhaus, Findell, Subscription Publication, 7.57M), the 


CNBC (8/20, Schwartz, 
3.62M} website, and Reuters (8/20, Lynch, Sullivan}, among other news outlets, have more on Bannon’s arrest and the charges 
against him. 


Trump “Feels Badly,” Points Out He Had Previously Spoken Out Against Private Wall. (8/20) 
reports that the President told reporters that “he felt ‘very badly’ about the arrest of...Bannon but said he was not in touch with the 
former campaign aide and knew nothing about the organization involved in the case. ... ‘I feel very badly. | haven't been dealing 
with him for a long period of time, "Trump said when asked about the case.” Trump is quoted as saying, "| haven't dealt with him 
at all now for years, literally years.” 

During Trump's visit to Pennsylvania Thursday, WBRE-?¥ Wilkes-Barre, PA (8/20, 14K} also asked him about Bannon’s 
indictment. Trump said, "We have nothing to do with that. That was a project that was started with a group of people, but | know 
nothing about it other than | was against it. And as you know, I've spoken out against it previously and | didn’t like the idea that 
they were building and | think that’s a government project. We built almost 300 miles of wall.” To Poi {8/20, Choi, 4.29M), 
“Trump distanced himself Thursday from...Bannon’s efforts to crowdsource private funds for a border wall,” and to Thi (8/20, 
Chalfant, 2.98M) he "sought to distance himself from” his disgraced former aide. 

Trump Organization Seeks To Distance Trump Jr. From Bannon Project. The is Post (8/20, Sonmez, 
14.2M) reports the Trump Organization “sought to distance Donald Trump Jr. from Bannon, afer Teports resurfaced about a 
speech the president's son gave in New Mexico last year supporting the online crowdfunding campaign We Build the Wall.” The 
Post adds that Trump Jr. "gave a 15-minute speech in support of the project last year.” The Post adds that “reporters also 
pointed out Thursday that We Build the Wall's website featured a testimonial from the president's son praising the group as 
‘doing some wonderful things for an important issue.” Trump Organization spokeswoman Amanda Miller said in a statement, 
“Don gave one speech at a single We Build the Wall event over a year ago with a group of angel moms and besides that, has no 
involvement with their organization. ... He never gave them permission to use him as a testimonial on their website and was 
unaware they included him as one until today’s media reports about it.” 

WPost: Actual Government-Built Wall A “Much Bigger Scam.” The ¥ (8/20, 14.2M) editorializes that 
“the grift alleged is disgusting, if not surprising,” and “Bannon’s alleged mastermi 9 plot, to the extent there was any 
mastery involved, is particularly repugnant.” The Post adds that “if the indictment is correct, this is a scam within a much, much 
bigger scam,” as “we already know that a candidate for president of the United States orchestrated the same fraud, and 
continues to orchestrate it, to elevate himself to a high office - from which he can engage in plenty of self-dealing of his own. The 
only folks who walk away empty-handed? Those donors, and voters, gullible enough to believe that a wall is the answer fo 
anything at all.” 

NYTimes Says Bannon’s “Scheme” Was “Quintessentially Trumpian.” \n an editorial, the New York Times (8/20, 
18.61M) finds “a measure of poetic justice in Thursday's news that...Bannon...arrested on a yacht on Long Island Sound and 
charged with defrauding hundreds of thousands of Mr. Trump's supporters.” To the Times, “the scheme” behind the charges 
against Bannon “is also quintessentially Trumpian — a faithful copy of the president's knack for trading on the hopes of 
disaffected Americans. We Build the Wall, in other words, was basically a Trump tribute band,” and “the plan itself was cribbed 
directly from Mr. Trump.” 

FBI Probing Media Company Deal Linked To Bannon. HuffPost (8/20, Papenfuss, 1.67M) reports, “Steve 
Bannon’s fraud indictment linked to fundraising for Donald Trump's U.S.-Mexico border wall isn’t his only legal headache. The 
Wall Street Journal reports that the FBI and Securities and Exchange Commission are also investigating a $300 million 
investment offering for a planned media company tied to Bannon and fugitive Chinese businessman Guo Wengui.” According to 
HuffPost, “On Wednesday, the Journal had reported that officials were probing the private offering to raise funds for GTV Media 
Group. Bannon is listed as GTV's director and Guo as its adviser and fundraiser in a company fundraising document the Journal 
viewed. Guo, a wanted fugitive in China, has been accused of bribery, fraud and money laundering, all of which he has denied.” 
Investigators “are examining whether GTV Media or associates of Guo violated securities laws, according to the Journal's 
sources.” 


Federal one And Gun Charges Filed Against 11 During Operation Legend In Milwaukee. The 
Mik (8/19, Hughes, 632K) reports, “After arresting more than 30 suspects in Milwaukee as a part of 
Colon Legend, federal investigators have filed federal gun and drug charges against 11” individuals. The article says the 
DEA is part of the operation. = (8/20, Hennigan, 18.47M) publishes a related article. 


Barr Visits Cleveland To Tout Operation LeGend. Cleveland (8/20, 223K) reports from 
Cleveland, “New numbers show 32 people in Cleveland have been charged with federal crimes under ‘Operation Legend.’ The 
program combines federal investigators working alongside state and local law enforcement to get criminals off the street.” 
Attorney General Barr “was in town on Thursday fo fout the program where federal investigators work alongside state and local 
law enforcement to get criminals off the street. Barr says this crackdown has nothing to do with politics or the social unrest in

May. ‘The primary purpose of government is to provide safety and the social justice issues and other things that people have 
could never take root or achieve anything if the streets are running in blood,’ Barr told 3News’ Tiffany Tarpley.” US Attorney 
Justin Herdman “says of the 32 people that have been charged with federal crimes since the initiative began in Cleveland, 22 are 
accused of drug trafficking, nine of various firearms offenses, and another of carjacking.” 


FBI Seeks Information On July Kansas City Homicide. KMBC-Ty Kansas City, MO (8/20, 205K) 
reports from Kansas City, Missouri, “The FBI is seeking information in connection with a July 26 homicide in Kansas City, 
Missouri, and an additional reward is on the table.” The FBI “is seeking information in connection with the July 26 murder of 30- 
year-old Shawn Ricks on the 3400 block of Indiana Avenue. Ricks was one of two people murdered in the early hours of July 26. 
Officers were called to 34th Street and Indiana Avenue just before 1:40 a.m. to investigate reports of a shooting. Ricks was found 
shot in the abdomen on the sidewalk. He was pronounced dead on the scene.” The FBI ‘is offering a $10,000 reward for 
information leading to an arrest in this homicide, this is in addition to the $25,000 offered by Greater Kansas City Crime 
Stoppers.” 


Kansas City, MO (8/20, Dulle, 242K) reports, “The FBI is continuing to work with local law 
enforcement to identify violent offenders within Kansas City as part of Operation LeGend and are relying on people in the 
community to come forward with information needed to bring those responsible for the death of Shawn Ricks to justice.” KS! 


TY Kansas City, MO (8/20, Godburn, 90K) and AF-FY Kansas City, MO (8/20, McDowell, 242K) also report on their 
websites, 


Trump Says Operation Legend Shows He Stands For “Safety And Security.” On , President Trump 
on Thursday declared, "| STAND FOR LAW AND ORDER AND | TOOK ACTION! Operation LeGend has led to the arrest of 
over 1,000 criminals, including 90 killers, all while Sleepy Joe Biden and the Radical Left excuses violence and crime in their 
Democrat-run cities. | want safety & security, Joe allows CRIME!” 


Airman Charged With Trying To Burn Police Car During Utah Protests. The A: s (8/20, Losey, 
165K) reports, “A security forces airman from Hill Air Force Base in Utah has been arrested by federal authorities and accused of 
buming a police car during a May 30 protest in downtown Salt Lake City.” According to the Times, “Airman 1st Class Larry 
Raynold Williams Jr., 22, was arrested at his home Wednesday morning by the FBI and members of the FBI's Joint Terrorism 
Task Force, the U.S. Attorney's Office for the District of Utah said in a release later that day. He faces a federal arson charge. He 
was charged with one count of using fire and explosive devices to damage a Salt Lake City Police Department patrol car. That 
car was flipped and bumed by a group of protesters that day. Five people so far, including Williams, have been charged with 
burning that police car, Justice Department officials said.” 


Rioters Assault Officers During Attack On Federal Building in Portland. The washington Post (8/20, 
Shepherd, 14.2M) reports that “several hundred protesters rallied around a federal building” that houses ICE offices in Portland 
on Wednesday night “and were met by local and federal police.” The Post adds, “After some demonstrators broke windows at the 
facility, police eventually deployed tear gas to end the 84th consecutive night of protests in the city.” According to the Post, “Early 
in the night on Wednesday, federal officers used pepper balls to push the crowd away from the federal building and moved the 
group down the street before retreating. Protesters then returned to the ICE building.” 

The AP (8/20) reports that rioters “spray painted windows on the building, broke several windows and shined laser lights at 
agents inside.” The AP adds, “Clashes ensued, with protesters hurling rocks and bottles at agents who came out of the building 
and at police. ... Police arrested two people and several officers suffered minor injuries after they were hit with rocks, the Portland 
police statement said.” 


Chicago Mayor Defends Increased Police Presence Near Home. The Cricgge Sun-Times (8/20, Spielman, 
875K) reports Chicago Mayor Lori Lightfoot (D) on Thursday “defended the heavy police presence outside her Logan Square 
home, at a time when police officers are stretched fo the limit, citing ‘specific threats’ made ‘every single day’ fo ‘my person, my 
wife and my home.” Images “circulating online show dozens of officers guarding her home and her block with barricades in 
fortress-like fashion.” Chicago Police Superintendent David Brown supported the mayor, saying, "These people embedded in 
these protests have shown us they're violent. They're violent in our downtown. They're violent in our neighborhoods. And they're 
violent at the mayor's house. We're sworn to protect people from violence and we're gonna do our job.” 


Police, Protesters Clash Outside Pittsburgh Mayor's Home. The wWastingtor Post (8/20, Wolfrom, Berman, 
14.2M) reports, “Protesters clashed with police for the second consecutive night outside the Pittsburgh mayor's home on 


Wednesday, resulting in one arrest and escalating tensions.” The protests began “over the weekend when several plainclothes 
officers arrested 25-year-old protester Matthew Cartier and drove away in an unmarked van during Saturday's demonstration 
downtown.” Mayor Bill Peduto (D) has "since denounced the police tactics deployed in Cartier's arrest,” but a tweet “about the 
limitations of protesters’ constitutional rights” has “sparked outrage and galvanized protesters to swarm his Point Breeze home 
for the past two nights, making Peduto the latest in a growing list of mayors and other public figures to see demonstrators gather 
at their residences during this summer of unrest — bringing the movement essentially to their front doors.” 


Barr: DOJ Will Appeal Ruling, Seek Death Penalty For Tsarnaev. The AF (8/20, Balsamo, Richer) reports, 
"The Justice Department will seek to reinstate a death penalty for Dzhokhar Tsarnaev, the man who was convicted of carrying 
out the 2013 Boston Marathon bombing, Attorney General William Barr said Thursday.” The AP adds, “In an interview with The 
Associated Press, Barr said the Justice Department would appeal the court's ruling last month that tossed Tsarnaev's death 
sentence and ordered a trial to determine whether he should be executed for the attack that killed three people and wounded 
more than 260 others. Barr said the Justice Department would take the matter to the U.S. Supreme Court. ‘We will do whatever's 
necessary,’ Barr said. ‘We will take it up to the Supreme Court and we will continue to pursue the death penalty.” 
The B ‘8/20, Cotter, 410K) reports that Barr said the department “will appeal the appeals court’s ruling last 
month that threw out the death sentence for Tsamaev and sent the case back to lower court for resentencing. The court at the 
time affirmed Tsarnaev's guilty convictions, so he will spend the rest of his life behind bars no matter what.” The Herald adds, "In 
July U.S. Appeals Court of the First Circuit Judge Rogeriee Thompson vacated Tsarnaev's death penalty, saying the convicted 
bomber will have to face another jury to determine whether he'll ultimately be put to death.” 
8/20, Dunleavy, 448K) reports that Judge Thompson “said in her ruling that Tsarnaev's trial ‘did 
not meet the standard’ of fairness guaranteed by the Constitution. She said Tsarnaev's new trial with a new jury will be ‘strictly 
limited to what penalty Dzhokhar should get on the death-eligible counts.’ Thompson said that the lower-court trial judge erred 
during the voir dire process under which possible jurors are questioned to ensure they can be impartial.” 


FBI Probing Bomb Threat At U Of Nebraska At Kearney. The } 8/20, Schmidt, 80K) reports 
from Kearney, Nebraska, “Activities kicking off the new school year at the University of Nebraska at Kearney aren't being 
affected following a bomb threat this morning.” The Hub adds, “Around 10 a.m. the UNK main switchboard received a phone call 
from a digitized voice indicating suspicious packages were being delivered to campus. Todd Gottula, a UNK spokesperson, said 
the caller didn’t identify specific locations. UNK’s threat was one of several made to college campuses across the country, 
including institutions in the Big Ten Conference and Penn State University. UNK administrators worked with UNK Police, 
Keamey Police Department, Nebraska State Patrol and FBI, and based on similar situations across the country, determined the 
threat was not credible. UNK Police and KPD did a sweep of the Kearney campus and ensured it was safe.” 


Johnson Subpoenas Former State Department Official Linked To Steele Dossier. 
(8/20, Carney, 2.98M) cites “a course” who confirmed that Senate Homeland Security and Governmental Affairs Chairman Ron 
Johnson has subpoenaed former State Department official Jonathan Winer, whe is “linked to the controversial research dossier 
about then-presidential candidate Donald Trump.” Winer “is the first person to be subpoenaed by Johnson as part of a broad 
investigation spanning the transition between the Obama and Trump administrations including digging into the so-called Steele 
dossier.” 


WTimes Provides Examples Of Obama Administration Spying Before And After 2016 Election. 
Citing "government documents,” the (8/20, Scarborough, 492K) lists “six instances of Obama administration 
spying during and after the Nov. 8 election.” 


Former CIA Officer Accused Of Spying For China Called “Extreme Flight Risk.” The Af (8/20, Kelleher) 
teports from Honolulu a former CIA officer and FBI contract linguist “accused of giving China classified information must remain 
detained because the trained spy is an ‘extreme flight risk,” US prosecutors said.” Alexander Yuk Ching Ma was “scheduled for a 
detention hearing Thursday,” but a federal defender “asked for a postponement, saying an arranged phone call with his client 
from the Honolulu Federal Detention Center didn’t happen as planned Wednesday.” Assistant Federal Defender Craig Jerome 
“said he was only able to speak to Ma for about 10 minutes Thursday, which wasn’t enough time to go over the allegations and 
prepare for a detention hearing.” The hearing was rescheduled for next week. 


Evanina Warns Of Post-Election Day Uncertainty. AFP (8/20, McNamee) reports National 
Counterintelligence and Security Center Director William Evanina “said that external actors could use hacks like ransomware and 


other cyberattacks against the infrastructure for delivering, counting and transmitting the votes, which includes the overburdened 
and understaffed post office and polling stations.” Speaking in a virtual meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, Evanina "warned 
that an expected surge in by-mail voting could very well leave the result of the contest between President Donald Trump and 
challenger Joe Biden, as well as numerous congressional contests, unresolved the day after the election.” Evanina added, “We 
are in for a rocky 70-plus days coming up,” and “need fo prepare as a nation that the election will not be decided on November 
3.” Evanina also “said he remains on guard for foreign interference during the campaign, especially from China, Russia and Iran.” 


Indictment Details Ruthless Rise Of New Gang In DC Suburbs. The Waskington Post (8/20, Jouvenal, 
Weiner, 14.2M) reports on “a sweeping federal indictment brought Thursday” against “the Reccless Tigers, a gang that was 
unknown a decade ago but has metastasized into a potent criminal organization that reaches from Southem Califomia to 
Northern Virginia.” According to the Post, “Three have been charged with murder in connection with kidnapping and drug 
trafficking, among a group of seven charged Thursday with racketeering and other crimes. In all, nearly 30 associates have been 
charged federally in recent months in a sprawling years-long investigation that is among the largest gang probes in the D.C. area 
in recent years.” David Nguyen “and several others pleaded guilty earlier this year to their involvement in the gang activity.” The 
Post adds, "The Reccless Tigers cultivated a flashy image, splashed across Instagram and Twitter.” An FBI agent “testified at a 
previous hearing that higher-level members wore robes from their preferred designer, Versace.” 


Four Arrested In Vietnam For Coronavirus PPE Scam Targeting US Buyers. (8/20) 
reports, “Vietnamese police have arrested four men accused of defrauding more than 5,000 Americans trying to buy COVID-19 
protective equipment online out of nearly $1 million, the Ministry of Public Security said on Thursday. The arrests of the four, 
aged between 22 and 36, were made following a joint investigation by the ministry and U.S. Department of Homeland Security's 
Office of Homeland Security Investigations, the ministry said in a statement on its website.” Reuters adds, “In March, the four 
began operating 110 websites that offered personal protection equipment (PPE), including hand sanitizers, masks and 
disinfectant wipes, and received money from the Americans via their Paypal accounts, the ministry said. The four never had the 
products offered on the websites and their victims never received what they paid for, the ministry said.” 


Rep. Chabot Claims Exoneration In FBI Probe. WKRE-FV Cincinnati (8/20, Pilcher, 161K) reports 
from Cincinnati, "The campaign of U.S. Rep. Steve Chabot now claims tha Federal Bureau of Investigation exonerated the 
campaign as well as the veteran congressman from any wrongdoing in the ongoing investigation into possible embezzlement by 
a former campaign official.” According to WKRC-TV, “The letter, dated July 21, states that the investigation ‘determined that 
Steve Chabot for Congress is a victim of the violation of law’ and that property seized in the probe ‘is traceable to proceeds of 
fraud committed by James Schwartz, Jr.’ Schwartz (also known as Jamie Schwartz) is Chabot's former campaign manager who 
is under investigation for at least $123,000 that went missing from Chabot's campaign.”

A federal grand jury launched its own criminal 
investigation soon after, although charges have yet to be filed.” 


Ohio Nonprofit Pleads Not Guilty In Bribery Probe. The ¢ (8/20, Caniglia, 895K) reports, "A 
nonprofit that stashed tens of millions of dollars aimed at passing House us of a massive federal bribery 
investigation - was summoned to court Thursday. An attorney entered a not guilty plea on behalf of Generation Now before 
Magistrate Judge Karen Litkovitz in U.S. District Court in Cincinnati.” According to the Plain Dealer, “The nonprofit was indicted 
last month with former Ohio House Speaker Larry Householder and four allies on racketeering charges involving House Bill 6, 
the $1.3 billion bailout involving a subsidiary of FirstEnergy Corp. Generation Now had been summoned for an arraignment 
hearing earlier this month, but no attorney appeared on its behalf. On Thursday, Robert Krapenc, an attomey for one of the 
others charged, Jeffrey Longstreth, entered the not-guilty plea.” 


US Charges Former Suburban Chicago School Chief With Looting Lunch Program For Needy. The 
'8/20) reports from Chicago, "Federal fraud charges have been filed against the operator of a suburban Chicago private 
001 operator who is accused of looting hundreds of thousands of dollars from a school nutrition program. The charges filed 
against Pamela Strain, founder of Beacon Hill Preparatory Academy, allege she failed fo report the fraudulent income to the 
IRS.” The AP adds, "Defense attorney Michael Monico said Thursday the charges against Strain is expected to resolved before 
trial. Her arraignment is set for Aug. 28.” 

The Chi (8/20, Meisner, 2.65M} reports that Strain “was charged Wednesday in a two-count criminal 
information alleging she failed to report the fraudulent income from the child nutrition program to the IRS. The charges come 


nearly three years after the Chicago Tribune detailed in a front-page story the federal investigation into Strain’s small private 
school, which operated at various locations in the south suburbs before reopening in Lansing in 2016 under a new name, 
Lighthouse Christian Academy.” The Tribune adds, "An FBI search warrant made public in 2017 showed that Strain allegedly 
used her ill-gotten funds to pay for a lavish lifestyle, including her home and other properties, luxury cars, spas, salons and 
shopping sprees at stores such as Victoria's Secret and Macy's, the Tribune reported.” 


= Charges California Man As Ringleader Of Scheme To Defraud National Retailer. The 
¢ (8/20, 546K) reports, “An Irvine man is accused of being the ringleader in a scheme that fraudulently 
Pete employee identification cards and discounts to buy millions of dollars worth of electronics from a national retailer, the 
Department of Justice announced Thursday.” The OCR adds, “A dozen people took part in the scheme, according to a federal 
grand jury. Four of them — including the lead defendant, Abdallah Osseily, 34, of Irvine - were arrested Wednesday by the FBI. 
Three of the defendants were arraigned that day in U.S. District Court in Santa Ana and were ordered released on bond, 
authorities said. The fourth defendant was arrested in Arizona and appeared in Phoenix federal court. The other eight defendants 
will appear in federal court later.” According to the OCR, “The defendants face 54 counts of various charges including 
conspiracy, aggravated identity theft, mail fraud and wire and bank fraud, according to the indictment.” 


FBI Criticized For Tweeting Link To Anti-Semitic Tract. The \\ t (8/20, Peiser, 14.2M) reports, “For 
over a century, the fabricated text "The Protocols of the Learned Elders of Zion” has advanced a persistent anti-Semitic trope: 
that Jews are plotting to take over the world. From Hitler to Henry Ford, rabid anti-Semites have long shared the notorious text. 
On Wednesday, an FBI Twitter account did the same. An account called FBI Records Vault tweeted out a link to a PDF 
containing the anti-Semitic tome as well as FBI documents related to it, with no other context, leaving critics baffled and 
outraged.” The FBI "later apologized and clarified that the account is automated and sends links to records that have been made 
public via Freedom of Information Act requests,” but “outcry over the tweet continued after the mea culpa. In a statement, the 
Aniti- peraal ion League condemned the FBI for not noting that the documents are ‘virulently anti-Semitic.”
